Referendum a 
Great Blunder 


“That a blunder was made in 
eVer submitting the conscription 
issue to the people-must now be 
readily accepted by all. A fa- 
tion, in seeking. such powers aS 
that sought by the federal par- 
liament should have taken coun- 
sel of its braves, of its fighting 
men only. It should have teen a 
question of men of military age 
only, and put in another form. 
Instead of that it was decidcd
